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Ne. 4—A Greater Use of Canadian Raw Materials 

Men of al) shades of political thought, and all students of economics, are 
aereed that tho interests of Canada call for a reduction fn imports of arlicles 
which the Canadian people can produce for themselves, and an fhcrease in 
tho export of those products and articles of which fris Dominion can easily 
and profitably produce a surplus, in order that, through a combination of 
these two developments, a pronounced improvement may be brought about in 
the balance of trade in favor of the Dominion.. It is when we come to con- 
bideration of ways and means whoreby such a dégirable and necessary change 
fa to be effected that opinions sbarply differ. 

Ono achool of political thought declares that the only effective means to 
Jessen imports and increase home production is through a protective tariff— 
Mhat in, a tariff evufiiciently high to efther shut out foreign competition or at 

~ least tosenable the Canadian grown or manufactured article to undersell 
foreign goods of a like iind. 

The opposing school of thought contends that the inevitable result of 
#uch a tariif fs to so enhance prices as to place a handicap on articles needed 
in ‘the detelopment of tho. country, and that thereby production at home is 
leseened, and, while import trade may be curtailed, production for export is 
likewise lowered and the buying power of the whole country reduced, and 
prices #0 enhanced that people are forced to go without many things which 
otherwise they would be able to purchase, and. that this decreased buying 
power resutis in depression of trade and consequent unemployment. 

The writer has no intention of taking any part in this political contro- 
versy. Whatever tho effect of the tariff may be one way or the other, the 
writer inclines to the view that the real, diMoulty and economic weakness of 
‘Me Canadian position at present fs to be found in another direction. 

The commercial sirength of Germany before the war was found fn the 
qnergy displayed. by Government and people in developing the natural re- 
f#ources of the country for use at home and abroad. The same thing is true 

‘of the United States. Neither of these countries imported to any extent 
anything they could produce at home. It will be gaid that both these coun- 
(ries had protective tariffs and it may be argued that such tariffa were re- 
sponsible for bringing about the result noted. “But were they so responsible? 

Canada has had @ protective tariff for many years, yet thia country has 
failed to develop many of ile natural resources of raw material to anything 
lice their. full extent, and has gone on importing supplies which could have 
been secured at home, For example, Western Canada bas some of the larg- 
OBt coal dopositea in the world, yet for years millions of dollars worth of coal 
have. besn hauled by rail and water from Pennsylvania for use in this coun- 
fry. While Western Canada was doing this, Germany, os a result of scien- 
tific research work, wat using greatly inferior coal to the Western Canada 
article in the great German factories and as fuel for its people. Ontario 
fecks coal and has for decades followed the Uns of least resistance and im- 
ported millions of tons annually from Ponnsylvania whereas much of On- 

_ fario’s and Quebeo's industrial fuel requirements might have been obtained in 
Nova Bootie, brought by water transportation up the St. Lawrence. But 
it wes easier to, continue to get supplies from Pennsylvania than to engage in 
(be national work of developing an inter-Provincial trade in coal from the 
Maritime Provinces vir the St. Lawrence route. : : 

Canade, possesses enormously rich deposita in frop, copper and other 
minerals, but they lack development, and we continue to import huge quen- 
{tics of fron ore from the United States. Why! It fs stated that one rea- 
fon is that United States capitalists have secured control.of the Canadian 
Goposits and refuse to develop them 60 long as they can obtain suflicient 
quantitios from their own mines; that, In a word, they are holding their 
Canadian properties in reserve against the day when their United States 
mines become exhausted and that then, and not until then, will they develop 

. their Canadiam held propertics. If this fe eo, and there appears to be evi. 
fence to support this charge, then ft is bigh time the Canadian Government 
fook sleps to pul an end to euch an outrage by compelling the development 
nod operation of these Canadian mineral properties with a penalty of for- 
feiture if soch development is not proceeded with within a reasonable time. 

Many Canadian manufacturers continue to {mport raw, or semi-manufac- 
tured, supplies to be worked up into a more finished product when, by the 
expenditure of some money and the display of ea Little more {nitfative and 
enterprise, such supplies could be obtained within Canada, thereby lessening 
our import trade and providing a very egnsiderable volume of gmployment 
within Canada, and making possible a large increase in the value of: Can- 
nda's export trade. = 

There are many things Canada cannot produce and must, therefore, 
import, but there are many supplies now imported which could just as well 
be obtained af home, and ft is the duty of the Government to direct its ener 


fics and frame ite fiscal policy along lines which will promote such. develop- 
ment within Canada.

It is always wise in dividing an-in- 
come to make believe that one’s in- 
come fs less per week than it actually 
is. The difference between the im- 
agipary {ncome and the real {income 
canbe set agide at once as an emer- 
gency fund or a margin of safety.

ited bas been disposed of at what fs 
considered a satisfactory price, prac 
tically all to the Canadian trade, 
“The exclusion of Canadian wool 
froin the United States by the Emer- 
geney Tariff-of 15c per pound,” the 
report states, “resulted in further de- 
veloping our own Canadian outlet, and 
the efforts of the Dominion Livestock 
Branch and the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers Limited, in instructing 
the farmers of the country, how to pre- 
pare their clips, grade and popularize 
them with Canadian mills, has been 


largely responsible for the marketing 


of the clip. 

“The period from September 15 to 
December 31,.was particularly active 
in the disposing of the clip, owing to 
fact that all our mills have. been en- 
joying at least normal business, and 
in many cases, above normal. This 
ready movement leaves: only afew 
hundred thousand pounds. still on 
hand, and if certain sales now pend- 
ing go through, full and final settle.

* ‘The visit of the Prince of Wales to 
Todia has drawn atention: to the fact 
that the popular form of the Governor 
General's title, that of Viceroy, Is now 
most truly applicable, for although In 
England the Prinee of Wales bas, pre- 
cedence immediately after the King 
and stands first in every gathering at 
which the King ts not present, there 
are different rules outside: that coun- 
try. 

Quesn Victorla, who had tought 
hard to give her Prince Consort pre- 
cedepce oyer the yet unborn Prince 
of Wales, maintained, in face of some 
opposition, that in India he must give 
the pass to the Governor-General, wh 
was her direct representative.

“It is most impor.ant,” said Mr. Hut 
ton, “that stock raisers should consid- 
er every possible means of economy, 
and the saving of these scr. enings 
certainly a step in this direction, Pro- 
gressive farme’s, who realize the feed 
value of such grains as wild buck 
wheat, crack d wheat and wild oats, 
should certainly find means of cléun- 
ing their wheat at home rather than 
suffer a dockage, and at the same time 
pay freight on these scr.enings to the
